Resolved, That the Grand Secretary hereafter cause to be printed and appended 
to the published minutes of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge, at each annual 
communication, all the standing orders and resolutions of the Grand Lodge ; 
and when any one shall be repealed, the order and resolution so repealed shall 
be omitted in the printed list. The list to be headed, “Standing Orders and 
Resolutions of the Grand Lodge of the Territory of Oregon.”’—June, 1855. 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary, after each annual communication, commu- 
nicate to the Grand Lodges in correspondence with this Grand Lodge, and to the 
Subordinate Lodges under this jurisdiction, the names of the Grand officers elect, 
accompanying the same with their signatures written with their own proper 
hand, and duly authenticated under the seal of this Grand Lodge.—June, 1855. 

Resolved, That, at any session of this M. W. Grand Lodge, it shall be requisite 
for any member of the Grand Lodge who may wish to withdraw before the close 
of the session, to first obtain leave of absence from the Grand Lodge.—June, 1853. 

Resolved, That Subordinate Lodges under this jurisdiction shal! produce their 
original records of proceedings, or certified copies thereof, at cach annual com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge.—June, 1857. 

Resolved, That in procuring the printing for this Grand Lodge, the Grand 
Secretary be instructed to discriminate in favor of the lowest and best rates at 
which the same may be obtained.— June, 1855. 

Resolved, That no petition shall be received from any candidate for tnitiation 
until he shall have resided one year within the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, 
—June, 1857. 

Resolved. That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, any Brother of a Subordin- 
the Lodge has a right to cast a black ball upon an application in his Lodge for 
any of the degrees, without subjecting his motives or reasons to be called in ques- 
tion hy the Lodge or a Brother. —June, 1854. 

Resolved, That an applicant whose petition for advancement has been rejected, 
shall not be entitled to renew his petition in less than six months.—June, 1854. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, it is not sufficient that the 
Committee to investigate the character and qualifications of a petitioner for the 
niysteries of Masonry, that they find nothing against him, but must state what his 
standing and qualifications are.—June, 1857. 

Resolved, That no applicant for advancement shall be allowed to receive the 
degrees applied for until he shall have been examined in open Lodge, and prove 
himself a proficient in the work and lectures of the preceding degree.— June, 
1857. 

Resolved, That this Grand Lodge disapprove of the practice of holding mem- 
bership in more than one Lodge at the same time.—June, 1857. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Grand Lodge, that a member of a Sub- 
ordinate Lodge who joins in a petition to form a new Lodge, cease to be a mem- 
ber of the old Lodge, when a charter is granted to the new.—June, 1857. . 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, no Master Mason can with- 
draw his membership from a Subordinate Lodge, unless he be about to remove 
from the jurisdiction thereof—or for the purpose of joining another Lodge, and in 
such case he may demit, upon payment of his dues, provided there be no charges 
against him.—June, 1854. 
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Resolved, That any non-affiliated Master Mason who shall have resided more 
than six months in the vicinity of a Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, and who shall refuse to contribute the usual fees and contributions re- 
guired by the By-Laws of said Lodge from its members, shall be denied the right 
of visiting any Lodge, or to enjoy any of the rights appertaining to membership 
of a Subordinate Lodge under this jurisdiction. —June, 1854. 

Resolved, That the Subordinate Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge be instructed to receive the ~ Aucient Charges and Ancient Regulations,” 
collected from old manuscripts of Brother James ANDERSON, aud printed, by order 
of the Grand Lodge of England, in 1722, as the only true and authenticated copy 
thereof.—June, 1854. 

Resolved, That no Subordinate Lodge has right to draw from the Lodge funds, 
or make assessments upon members for any purpose, except such as are of a 
purely charitable nature, nor will this Grand Lodge countenance any such ex- 
penditures or assessments by the Subordinate Lodges in this jurisdiction, or aid 
in enforcing any orders of a Subordinate Lodge for any but purely legitimate 
purposes.—June, 1855. . 

Resolved, That cach Subordinate Lodge is expected to reimburse the Grand 
Lecturer, whose services are received for the expenses incurred in passing to and 
from, and while in attendance upon such Subordinate Lodge; but it shall not be 
expected that Grand Leeturers lecture the Subordinate Lodges more than once 
annually, except at the request of the Subordinate Lodge.—June, 1857. 

Resolved, That the W. Masters of Subordinate Lodges be requested to solicit 
subscriptions from all Masons in their jurisdiction in aid of the Washington Mon- 
ument Association—when collected to be forwarded to M. W. G. M., to be by him 
remitted to the proper officers of said Association, in the name of this Grand 
Lodge.—June, 1854. 

Resolved, That intemperance in the use of intoxicating drinks is an infraction 
of Masonic obligation, and is a good and legitimate cause for discipline, and 
should be punished as other offenses.—June, 1855. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, any member under this 
jurisdiction who is now, or may be hereafter, engaged in the retail sale and 
traffic of intoxicating liquors, shall be liable to strict Masonic discipline. And 
it shall be made the imperative duty of the W. M. of each Subordinate Lodge 
under this jnrisdiction to present to his Lodge every Brother culpable in this 
particular, and, if found guilty, cause hin to receive such punishment as is usu- 
ally inflicted on members for violating the edict in regard to its use.—June, 1857. 

esolved, That the W. Masters of the Subordinate Lodges be requested to open 
subscriptions in their several jurisdictions, for the purpose of raising a suin of 
money to be used under the direction of the M. W. Grand Lodge as a permanent 
fund for Educational purposes. 

Resolved, That every Master Mason within this jurisdiction, be and is hereby 
earnestly requested to contribute a sum not exceeding Five Dollars, for the pur- 
pose set forth in the above resolution. 

Resolved, That all persons feeling an interest in the subject of Education, be 
and are hereby requested to aid us in our efforts to establish an Institution of 
Learning.—June, 1854. 

Resolved, That the Worshipful Masters of the Subordinate Lodges the Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge be, and they are hereby requested to continue their 
efforts to obtain contributions to the Educational Fund of the Grand Lodge of 
this Territory. And all Masons within this jurisdiction are hereby earnestly re- 
quested to contribute toward this object. The amount contributed to be paid 
over to the Standing Committee on Education.—June, 1855. MS 

Resolved, That it be recommended to each Subordinate Lodge under the juris- 
diction of this Grand Lodge now existing, or hereafter to be established, to pro- 
cure and possess for the use of the officers and members thereof, a copy of the 
* Universa] Masonie Library," compiled and published by Bro. Robert Morris, of 
Kentucky. And that each of the Subordinate Lodges filing with the Grand 
Secretary a certificate that said Library has been procured, shall be annually 
credited and allowed ten per cent. of the amount of its annual dues to the Grand 
Lodge, until the whole expense thereby incurred shall have been reimbursed to 
such Subordinate Lodge.

W. S. Caldwell presented the following preamble and 
resolution, which was read and adopted : 





WHEREAS, By a misunderstanding of some of the facts, a Committee and this Grand 
Lodge, at its Annual Comnunieation, held June 19, 1859, were placed iu the position 
of reflecting upon the Masonic character of P. G. M. Benj. Stark ; therefore, 

Resolved, That all that portion of the report on the Deputy Grand Master’s Ad- 
dress, contained in the second paragraph thereof, be stricken from the records. 


On motion, 


Resolved, That the thanks of this Grand Lodge be tendered Salem Lodge, No. 4, 
and Ainsworth Lodge, No. 19, for the use of their Hall during the present session of 
the Grand Lodge. 

The following resolution was read and adopted : 


Resolved, That the Secretaries of the several Subordinate Lodges be directed to 
forward their Annual Grand Lodge returns to the Grand Seeretary as soon after the 
first day of August, annually, as may be practicable, and that a duplicate thereof he 
presented by the representatives of said Lodges at the Annual Communication. 


The Select Committee, to whom was referred the Report ot 
the Grand Secretary, presented the following report, which was 
read and adopted : 


To rae M. W. GRAND LODGE or OREGON, IN SESSION : 

Your Committee, to whom was referred the Report of the R. W. Grand Secretary, 
having had the same under consideration, beg leave to report : 

That so much as relates to the publication of the proceedings of previous Commu- 
nications does not give the probable cost of printing the same; hence they make no 
recommendation in the matter. 

Your Committee recommend that the thanks of this Grand Lodge be communicated 
by the Grand Secretary to Bros. C. Moore, C. W. Moore, and E. G. Storer, for valu- 
able Masonic Works. Also, to Bro. Leon Hyneman, for Photographs and Copies of 
the “ Mirror” and ** Keystone," and recommend these valuable periodicals to the 
patronage of the brethren of this jurisdiction, 

Your Committee would also recommend this Grand Lodge to make an appropriation 
that will be sufficient to procure for this Grand Lodge a full and complete Library, 
selected by a committee appointeil for that purpose at this session. 

In regard to the dues from certain Loges in Washington Territory to this Grand 
Lodge, and the request of the Grand Seeretary of that jurisdiction to donate those 
dues, and, also, to donate a portion of the funds of this Grand Lodge for the benefit 
of that Grand body, they recommend that the dues alone referred to be so donated ; 
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but they do not recommend compliance with the latter part of the reguest ; nor do they 
understand that they are violating the fourth cardinal virtue in thus declining.

To tHe M. W. GRAND LODGE OF OREGON, IN SESSION : 

' Your Committee, to whom was referred the Records of Subordinate Lodges, have 
examined the same as far as their time would permit, and would beg leave to submit 
the following report : 

We find the minutes in as many forms as there are Lodges in this jurisdiction, and 
that one of the Lodges have changed their By-Laws without the consent or coneur- 
rence of the Grand Lodge, in violation of Article 18, of said Grand Lodge. Some 
of the minutes have no locality for the Lodge, except ** Masonie Hall," and are 
not signed by any officer of the Lodge. Some Lodges have elected their Deacons by 
ballot, eontrary to Masonic usage. Some have, also, balloted for two and three can- 
didates at one and the same ballot. Also, conferred the degrees upon the same num- 
ber of candidates at one and the same time, as the Records show ; but in the opinion 
of your Committee it was not so done, hut through the inexperience of the Secretary 
so recorded. 

Tt also appears of Record that Master Masons’ Lodges have been opened and never 
elosed : but your Committee consider that the irregularities of the recorded minutes 
should be overlooked by this Grand Lodge. 

Your Committee, in view of these facts, would recommend that the Grand Sec- 
retary append to the printed Proceedings n form of Minutes for Subordinate Lodges, 
prepared by R. W. Bro. A. G. Mackey, of South Carolina.

R. W. Sm AND Bro.:—At our last Annual Communication the subject matter relating to in- 
debtedness from Olympia, Stielacoom, Grand Mound, and Washington Lodges to your Worshipful 
Grand Body, for back dues, was referred to an appropriate committee, who, after due considera- 
tion of the same, presented the following report, which was received and adopted; 

* ‘The Committee, to whom was referred the Communication of the R. W. Grand Secretary of 
the Grand Lodge of Oregon, relative to the indebtedness of Olympia, Steilacoom, Grand Mound, 
and Washington Lodges, to that Grand Body, for Grand Lodge dues for a part of the Masonic years 
of 1858-9, would respectfully recommend that this Grand Lodge notify the several Subordinate 
Lodges above named, to pay to the M. W, Grand Master the amount due by them respectively, 
to be forwarded by him to the R, W. Grand Secretary of Oregon. 

Your Committee would further recommend that your R. W, Grand Secretary be instructed to 
communicate with the Grand Lodge of Oregon, and remind that Grand Body that this Grand 
Lodge has not yet been in existence one year; that we are in much want of jewels, regalia, and 
other paraphernalia required by a Grand Lodge; that our treasury is empty; so that if our Mother 
Grand Lodge would refund to this Grand Lodge the dues which Oregon now claims—cause a division 
of her Grand Lodge funds to be made, and present a portion to this Grand Lodge, as has been done 
by other Grand Bodies, the act would be duly appreciated, '* a 

Tn compliance with the foregoing instructions, I address you this communication, hoping you 
will present the matter before your Grand Lodge at its next session; and feeling coufident that this 
humble appeal will not be disregarded, but, in a spirit nobly characteristic of that fourth cardinal 
virtue, JUSTICE, of which we feel well assured our maternal Grand Lodge will never lose sight, 
I submit the matter to yeu, and hope for a favorable result,

12. Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be authorized to procure a quantity of 
printed blanks, after the form adopted by the Grand Lodge, to be used by the sub- 
ordinate lodges in making up their annual returns to this Grand Lodge.— Sept., 1860. 


13. Resolved, That all expulsions heretofore made in subordinate lodges under 
this jurisdiction. where no appeals have been taken, be published with the proceed- 
ings of this Grand Lodge.—Sept., 1860. 

14. Resolved, That our Grand Master be requested, as soon as practicable, to ap- 
point Representatives of this Grand Lodge in as many jurisdictions as have adopted 
this system.—Sept., 1860. 

15. Resolved, That it shall be made the duty of any lodge within the jurisdiction 
of this Grand Lodge, that may furnish any assistance to a brother of any other lodge, 
to notify the lodge of which the brother was a member, of such assistance ; and any 
lodge neglecting to give such notice for the space of one month, such assistance 
shall be deemed a voluntary contribution of said lodge.—Sept., 1860. 

16. Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary to procure from 
year to year, the photograph of the Grand Master.--Sept., 1861. 

17. Resolved, That no charter be granted to any lodge, U. D., unless it appear by 
petition that at least seven Master Masons desire the same and are willing to become 
members thereof.-—Sept., 1861. 

18. Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be instructed to procure a bound blank 
hook, and copy the journal of the proceedings of this Communication into the same, 
and keep the same for a similar use in the future.—Sept., 1861. 

19. Resolved, That a committee of five on Masonie Jurisprudence be appointed 
from year to year, as one of the Standing Committees of this Grand Lodge, to con- 
sider and report on cases of Masonic law and usage which may arise.—;Sept., 1861. 

20. tesolred, That a committee of three be appointed from year to year, to make 
arrangements for the iustallation and other exercises at our next and following 
Annual Grand Communication.-- Sept., 1861. 

21. Resolved, That the Chairman of the Committee on the Educational Fund, be 
elected annually by the Grand Lodge, and that he give bond with sufficient sureties. 
in double the amount of the Fund.—- Sept., 1862. 

22. Resolved, That mileage and per diem be allowed the delegates of the lodges, 
attending upon the regular Annual Communications of this Grand Lodge, as follows. 
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viz ; Each subordinate lodge within this jurisdiction which shall have a representa- 
tive or representative actually in attendance upon the Annual Communications of 
this Grand Lodge, shall be entitled to fifteen cents per mile in going to the Grand 
Lodge and returning, for one delegate, and also two dollars per day for one delegate, 
for each day the Grand Lodge shall be in session : Provided, That no consecutive 
mileage shall be allowed, and no delegate shall have mileage unless he shall actually 
leave the seat of his Subordinate Lodge and travel to that of the Grand Lodge to 
attend its Annual Communication .— Sept., 1862. 


23. Resolved, That from and after this Communication, all official bonds re- 
guired from Grand Officers of this Grand Body shal! be executed and approved by 
the Grand Master, and a public announcement of their approval made in open Grand 
Lodge, prior to its close ; andin case of refusal or neglect on the part of any officer 
required so to do, that it shall be made the duty of the Grand Master to withhold 
the funds until this regulation is complied with.--Sept., 1863. 


24. Resolved, That the Grand Treasurer be required to report annually to the 
Grand Lodge, each note in his possession, by whom drawn, its date, and original 
amount, together with the accrued interest due on each.—Sept., 1863. 


25. Resolved, That hereafter, the Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary, each, 
be required to submit their annual report as early as the morning of the second day 
of the session of the Grand Lodge.--Sept., 1863. 


26, Resolved. That in consideration of the change in the time of the annual meet- 
ing of the Grand Lodge, the Secretaries of Subordinate Lodges be required to make 
up their annual reports to the last day of April inclusive, and to forward them to the 
Grand Secretary as early as the first week in May, and that it is the duty of the Mas- 
ters of the Subordinate Lodges to sce this resolution carried out.— Sept., 1863.

MASONIC HISTORY. 


I would urge upon you, Brethren, the importance of securing at an early day the 
facts and data relating to the early history of Masonry in Oregon. It is well known 
to you all, that the first Masonic altar west of the Mississippi river was erected in our 
own jurisdiction. 


This history is lodged in the breasts of but few ; and while these venerable Breth- 
ren are with us, all facts should be collected and preserved, and in due time presented 
to the Craft in proper form for the benetit of those who are to follow us. At our last 
Annual Communication, without any special authority, I designated Past Grand 
Master Chadwick to prepare and submit at present session the preliminary, or rather 
foundation, of a series of historical papers. I am informed that, for various reasons, 
he has been unable to comply with the request. I hope this matter will not be allowed 
to pass unnoticed, but that ample provision be made and some suitable brother de- 
signated to perform the duty. 


GRAND LODGE LIBRARY. 


This subject is also worthy of your consideration. 


Years ago efforts were made, and an appropriation secured for the purpose of form- 
ing a nucleus of the Grand Lodge library. Owing to our nomadic character, baving 
no local habitation, the appropriation was unexpended. We have now secured a home, 
and itis but just to ourselves that wc revive this matter and make amends for our 
failure in the past. At our last Annual Communication it was ordered with great 
unanimity to purchase several named Masonic works, which are now in the library 
for reference or perusal. The Grand Secretary should have authority to procure the 
binding of all Proceedings received by him, and to prescribe rules eoncerning their 
removal from the Grand Lodgeroom. We are deficient in this matter, and without 
some well defined regulation concerning the same, the books are liable to become 
mislaid or lost. A very little encouragement, with a small appropriation each year, 
will soon place us in possession of a library which would be creditable to the Grand 
Lodge. 


CONCLUSION. 


Brethren, the time will soon arrive when the official relations which have been 
maintained with you 80 pleasantly during the past five years will cease. I have ren- 
dered an account of my stewardship, which is now before you for approval or criti- 
cism ; and I hope in that account there will be found much to commend, and but little 
to condemn. 

I have brought to the disebarge of the duties of the position the best talent at my 
command, and if mistakes have been made or errors committed, they must be attri- 
buted to the head and not to the heart—to want of capacity rather than lack of zeal. 
No one can fully appreciate the responsibilities of this position until they are tested 
by actual experience. To rule, has been the lot of many; but to rule well, has been 
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Halsey, Thurston, Salem, Pacitic, Multnomah, Lone Pine, Portland, Harmony, 
Willamette, Washington, Amity, Holbrook, Union, Tualitin, Wasco, Umatilla, La 
Grahde, and Baker City. 1t would afford me pleasure to report to you in detail the 
condition of each of these Lodges, but such report would necessarily reguire labor in 
its preparation ; and, as other important matters require presentation, I will forego 
the pleasure. 


The attendance at their Stated Communications as a rule, is full, while a com- 
mendable interest is manifested in Lodge matters. On several occasions, delegations 
from Sister Lodges were in attendance at these official visits, which was a pleasing 
feature, and one which I took occasion to commend. 


With exception of Thurston No. 28, and Amity No. 20, all the Lodges mentioned 
have safe, comfortable and convenient halls. The exceptions mentioned are among 
the most thrifty, prosperous and harmonious Lodges in the jurisdiction. Their 
finances are flourishing, and so well have they been managed, that funds are now on 
hand to commence the erection of suitable halls as soon as railroad stations are defi- 
nitely settled. i 

During the year, Corvallis Lodge, No. 14, erected and completed a very fine hall, 
which I am informed is furnished in elegant style, and occupied by the Craft. 


Of those visited, Umatilla No. 40, Holbrook No. 30, and the Lodges in Salem, de- 
serve special mention for the manner in which their halls are decorated. The Breth- 
ren of these Lodges have certainly exhibited good taste in their selections as well as 
arrangement. I would be pleased, indeed, to have the practice become general, for 
aside from neatness, nothing can be more attractive than a tastefully decorated 
Lodge Room. For general neatness in all departments, Oakland Lodge, No. 16, ex- 
cels ; and nextin order, Halsey Lodge, U. D. For faithfulness in attendance and 
personal sacrifice in so doing, both in officers and members, Amity No. 20, Union No. 
43, Oakland No. 16, Umatilla No. 40, and Lone Pine No. 53, deserve commendation. 
It is nothing unusual for officers and members of these Lodges to come ten to fifteen 
miles to attend Lodge meetings, not only occasionally, but with remarkable regularity 
in winter and summer. . 

Several Lodges have good libraries, but generally deposited out of sight of the 
Craft. Multnomah Lodge, No. 1, is in possession of a valuable library, which, in 
my explorations, I found in one of the ante-rooms safely deposited. I urged its re- 
moval to the Lddge room, where the Brethren could have easy access to the various 
works—at least, have ocular demonstration that they were in actual possession of a 
library. 

These remarks apply only to such as were visited during the past year, excepting 
as a matter of course, the Lodges which meet in this beautiful temple. Iam induced . 
to particularize, not from any favoritism or partiality, but from a desire to give praise 
where praise isjustly due. During my whole term of two years in active service as 
Grand Master, and three às Deputy Grand Master, I honestly confess that the pleasure 
and satisfaction derived from’ mingling with the Craft during these official visits 
has been relished and enjoyed in proportion as I found activity and zeal displayed in , 
their labors. The most pleasant and interesting gatherings to me were in those halls 
which furnished the poorest accommodations, from the fact that many stood np and 
occupied uncomfortable positions during the entire exemplification of the work. 
This occurred both at Amity and Thurston Lodges. Correspondence with other

Lockwood, to attend 
to the matter, which order was, by said Bro. Lockwood, promptly complied 
with, and the charter, books, jewels and effects of said Lodge are now in the 
hands of your Grand Secretary. Not wishing or desiring to forestall in any 
manner your action in relation to this matter, I refrain from stating further 
my reasons in the premises, and herewith present to you for your considera- 
tion, all communications and reports connected with the case, and would rec- 
ommend that the same be referred to a select committee of five, with power 
to fully investigate the same for your approval or such action as you shall 
'deem proper in the premises.

AT REFRESHMENT ABOVE. 


Since our last annual communication our Supreme Grand Master has, in His 
infinite wisdom, seen fit to cal] from labor in this terrestrial Lodge, to refresh- 
ment in His celestial Lodge above, our Bro. R. McKinney, Worshipful Master 
of Aurora Lodge No. 59. None of the Brethren will forget the venerable form 
of our late Brother, as he stood on this floor one short year ago, advocating the 
purest doctrines of Masonry. At that time he felt that his days were numbered, 
and so expressed himself, stating that were it not for his love for the Order he 
would not bave been present, but as that was the first annual communication at 
which his Lodge would be represented, he had determined to leave home and 
come with his Senior Warden, who he expected would soon fil] his chair. Bro.

Under the efficient management of the Grand Secretary and Grand Librarian, 
the Standard works upon the subject of Masonry have either been secured and 
in transit to this point, or occupy a place in the Grand Lodge Library. And itis 
seriously doubted whether the aggregation of a large number of the same class 
of books will result in such benetits to the Brethren of this Jurisdiction, as will 
warrantany additional outlay in this behalf. I would therefore recommend 
that the annual appropriation for this purpose be for the present discontinued, 
except so much as may be necessary to secure the proceedings of Sister Grand 
Lodges. 


These two items above will effect a reduction in our expenses of nearly or 
quite four hundred dollars per annum. 


Sale of Grand Lodge Lands. 


In January last, in conjunction with the Grand Secretary, I executed a satis- 
faction of the Mendenhall mortgaze. 'This mortgage was given to secure the 
purchase money for land formerly belonging to this Grand Lodge, and which 
was sold by Grand Master Congle in pursuance of an order made by the Grand 
Lodge at its session, June A.-.L.-. 5875. 


On the 16th of October, 1862, Resen B. Hall and wife executed to Brother A. 
M. Belt, Grand Treasurer of the Grand Lodge, a mortgage on a certain tract of 
land situated in Polk County, to secure a loan of $400. Hall and wife subse- 
guently surrendered the land and executed a deed of conveyance to the Grand 
Lodge, but no formal satisfaction of the mortgage was entered of record. This 
property was also sold by Grand Master Congle in pursuance of the above 
named order. The purchaser fearing the condition of the record might be a 
cloud upon his title, and being desirous of having the same removed, laid the 
matter before me. Whereupon I invited the Grand Secretary to join me, and 
we executed a release of the Hall mortgage on the 6th day of October last. 


Educational Fund. 


On the 20th of last August, in company with R.*.W *, Bro. R, P. Earhart, 
Grand Secretary, I proceeded to Albany and executed a. release of a certain por- 
tion of the property mortgaged by Bro. J, R Bayley, to secure the moneys in 
his possession belonging to this fund. The property released at that time is 
more particularly described as follows: The north half of lot No. 1, in 
block No. 10 with the brick building thereon, and lot No. 12 in block No. 10 
with building thereon, all situated in the City of Corvallis, Benton County, Ore- 
gon. 
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M.:.W.:.Grand Master be requested to grant dispensations to the 
brethren at each point designated, viz: at Joseph as well as at 
Alder. Should Hiram lodge refuse to recommend either petition 
it is the opinion of this M.-.W.:.Grand Lodge that no dispensa- 
tion or authority should be granted to one without granting to 
the other.

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GRAND LODGE LIBRARY. 

The grand lodge at the annual communication of 1874, adopted 
resolutions reported by a special committee, of which I had the 
honor to be chairman, which are still in force, instructing the 
grand secretary to prócure all missing volumes of reports of sister 
grand lodges, and cause them to be bound at the expense of the 
grand lodge. 

To make all needful rules for the care of the grand lodge 
library, and all such regulations concerning the removal of books 
‘from the grand lodge room as would secure their use by persons 
entitled to the same and their preservation and return to the 
library, and appropriating annually the sum of twenty-five dol- 
lars of the grand lodge funds, to be expended by the grand 
secretary under the direction of the grand master in the purchase 
of masonie works for the grand lodge library. 


These resolutions do not seem to have been complied with. I 
believe that in the matter of a grand lodge library we are behind 
nearly if not all the grand jurisdictions in the United States. I 
recommend that this subjeet be referred to a special committee to 
report at the present communieation, as to what is the existing 
legislation upon the subject—what appropriations have heretofore 
been made and what funds are now available for the purchase of 
masonie works or otherwise for the benefit of the grand lodge 
library, and what legislation is now necessary upon the subject. 


A REPRINT OF GRAND LODGE PROCEEDINGS. 

In connection with the subject of the grand lodge library, I 
call the attention of the grand lodge to tbe urgent necessity for 
making some provision for a reprint of the proceedings of the 
grand lodge, which have become exhausted. I am informed by 
the grand secretary that the proceedings of 1851, '52, 753 and of 
1860 and ’61, are nearly exhausted. The proceedings from 1851 to 
1853 are very brief; those of 1860 and 1861 contain about one hun- 
dred and twenty pages each. 

FINANCES. 

Itake pleasure in being able to state that our income for the 
past year has been ample to meet all necessary expenditures and 
that we close the year with an unexpended balance in the treasury 
in the neighborhood of seven hundred dollars. With the large net 
gain of membership in the jurisdiction during the last year, and 
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mark an epoch in the Jong masonic career of our distinguished 
brother—one which will never be forgotten by hint; one which 
he will ever remember with pride, as another proof of that pre- 
eminent characteristic of his masonice brethren, * Brotherly 
Love."

Report of Committee on Finance and Accounts.

Moon after the close of the last communication of the grand 
lodge, I spent a week in overhauling and arranging the pamphlet 
proceedings of other grand lodges, tying them up in bundles of 
consecutive nunibers, ready for binding, and noting missing 
nunibers; these I have beeu trying to proeure from the several 
grand secretaries. 


I have procured the binding of about cighty volumes which are 
now on the shelves of the library.

LIBRARY. 


Fourteen bound volumes have been added tothe library during 
the year. A new book-case has been purchased and filled with 
the bound volumes, thus leaving suffieient shelf room for un- 
bound proceedings and periodicals. The appropriation for this 
year will be sufficient to bind about sixty volumes of proceedings 
of other jurisdietions.

Report of Acting Librarian was read and referred to Com- 
mittee on Finance and Accounts. 


Mr. Jas. F. Robinson, Grand Secretary A. F. & A. M. of Oregon: 

R.'.W..Sir and Brother: In reply to yours of June 5, asking 
for my report as Librarian, I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing: 

In August, 1895, with yourself, we rented a room in the Mar- 
quam Building, in this city, and soon aíter I began to remove all the 
printed proceedings in the bookcase at the Masonic Temple, as well 
as some thirteen boxes of them that had been stored from time to 
time in that building, and began to examine and arrange them, both 
of our own and foreign jurisdictions. 


Unfortunately I found a large proportion of them had been 
mutilated by the Committee on Foreign Correspondence cutting 
extracts therefrom, thus requiring each and every volume to be 
carefully examined, which has consumed much time. 


I proceeded well with the work till the latter part of September, 
1895, when I was taken ill, and unable to do anything further until 
February, 1896, when Brother D. C. McKercher helped me for a 
few days, and I was again compelled to leave the work, as I have 
previously advised you. 
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As to the condition of the library, I would say we have no place 
in the Masonic Temple for one, and the present bookcases are 
wholly inadequate to serve for safely keeping one-eighth part of 
them. 


Of our own proceedings I have been unable to find a complete 
set of them; but during the year I have been corresponding and 
exchanging with others, so I have nearly completed four sets, which 
when finished and bound will be placed on the shelves. The former 
Grand Secretaries have had a large number of our proceedings 
bound, but as it was done without any system or method, we have 
an excess of some years and none of others, as may be seen by 
appended list; besides, there has been a reprint of several hundred 
copies oí 1853, 1854 and 1855, and which we have no use for and are 
greatly in the way. During the year I have been able to send other 
collectors the proceedings they wanted, and for which they returned 
the postage, as well as supplying from our excess those ordered 
through you. 


As to suggestions regarding a library, it is hardly possible to 
make any without knowing definitely what kind of a library is 
desired, and the use to be made of it, for private or public use, solely 
Masonic, of course. 


Upon the supposition, therefore, that a depository is wanted to 
preserve copies of our own proceedings, and those of other jurisdic- 
tions, for the use of the Grand Officers and committees for the time 
being of this Grand Body, or during its Annual Communications, I 
would offer the following: 


There being no suitable place in the Masonic Temple at present, 
it might be possible to utilize the upper part of the present commit- 
tee room where the bookcases now are, by putting in two hanging 
galleries around three sides of the room, similar to those in the 
book store below, to be provided with closed doors and under lock 
and key. This would in no wise interfere with the use of the floor 
space for purposes it is now used; and further, that as the Grand 
Chapter of Oregon has one bookcase in said room, that said Grand 
Body be asked to assist in making the necessary changes ií this 
proposition be acceptable. 


Also, that in making such change, that the present bookcases 
be used, so far as they could, in the contemplated improvement. 
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Provided such improvement is made, I would further recom- 
mend that the whole be under the care of a librarian, appointed by 
the Grand Secretary, who shall have sole charge and care of said 
library under such rules, regarding the loaning or use of any book 
contained therein, as said Grand Secretary shall deem best, provided 
the Grand Chapter shall acquiesce in said recommendation. Further, 
as far as the Grand Lodge is concerned, the Grand Secretary shall 
provide three copies in paper covers of each year to said library, and 
at the end of every two or three years they shall be bound uniformly 
so as to preserve at least three complete files of our own proceedings, 
and as far as possible one of each of the other Grand Jurisdictions. 
Of the material on hand, as soon as any number of consecutive 
volumes are complete they should be uniformly bound and placed 
on the shelves. As this is probable to extend over several years 
before the past records will be complete, the annual expense would 
be small, and no large amount would be required at one time. Of 
this the Grand Secretary should be able to estimate each year during 
the progress oí the work. 


I have been unable to make any plan or drawing of this proposi- 
tion of improving the anteroom, as here suggested, nor estimate its 
cost, but would be glad to meet any committee appointed for the 
purpose and give a more detailed description of the plan, and would 
therefore suggest, if you think it advisable, that the Grand Body 
appoint such committee at its present communication to report this 
session. 


I have the following bound volumes of the proceedings of the 
Oregon Grand Lodge, which I have catalogued as follows. Some 
of them, however, have been damaged by water and rats while 
stored in the lower part of this building:

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Of the plain paper covers I have not been able to take an 
account, as they have all to be again examined to exclude mutilated 
copies. 

In addition to the above, I have nearly 100 bound volumes of 
proceedings of other jurisdictions, together with miscellaneous 
works donated this Grand Lodge, not including any in the glass 
case in the anteroom, and which I have not yet examined. 

You will perceive that, with this mass of matter to arrange, it 
was impossible to have done it in the Masonic Temple, and even the 
present room is somewhat crowded, and it will be necessary to 
retain it, even if new cases are provided, until such time as it can 
be thoroughly assorted and catalogued. 

I found it necessary to provide hasps and lock to the old book- 
case to prevent its contents being overhauled, and for which a bill 
will be included in my statement of expense. I will be glad to assist 
in any way possible and offer any explanation necessary, regretting 
that it was beyond my power to complete the catalogue before the 
Grand Lodge met and thus make a better showing.

REPORT OF ACTING LIBRARIAN. 
Jas. F. Robinson, Grand Secretary Grand Lodge, A. F. & A. M., of 

Orcgon: 

R..W..Sir aud Brother—Herewith I beg leave to submit my 
report as Acting Librarian for the past year. 

Having been appointed as a committee by the Grand Chapter 
to act with a like committec of this Grand Lodge in making some 
provision for a library, and in compliance with a resolution of this 
Grand Lodge at its last communication, by which an appropriation 
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was made for the purpose, I prepared plans for a gallery in the 
adjoining room, and contracted for the work oi erecting the same 
and placing the bookcases thereon. 


In the meantime, I continued the work of examining the pro- 
ceedings on hand, and, as soon as the bookcases were ready, began 
to move the books, to save any further rent. The books were 
assorted as fast as put in the cases, and, when completed, the long 
task of cataloguing was begun, and finally done, so that little clse 
is to be done now but place the proceedings on the shelves, cata- 
logue them as received, and bind them as soon as a consecutive 
number are on hand, to prevent them from being mislaid or lost 
when used. 

In the large case on the east side are the proceedings of foreign 
jurisdictions; on the west are our own, for future reference and 
exchange, also extra copies of other Grand Bodies for exchange. 
In upper portion of glass case I have placed miscellaneous works, 
such as were presented to this Grand Lodge by other Grand Bodies. 
I desire to thank M..W..Brother S. Stacker Williams. Secretary of 
Masonic Collection Association. for many files and a few rare 
books: also to R..W..Brother E. M. Ehlers. Grand Secretary of 
Grand Lodge of New York, for four bound volumes of the History 
of Freemasonry in New York. which he donated to our library 
free of all charge. 

In addition to all these, [ still have on hand the large number 
of bound volumes of the Grand Lodge, as reported last year, and 
for which there seems to be no demand at any price. 

Brother Geo. A. Detmering kindly furnished several copies 
needed for completing files, as did one or two other brothers whom 
I do not know. 

The work has taken more time than was expected. owing to the 
examination of each book, as necessary to rejecting any mutilated 
copies, so that all on the shelves are regarded as perfect copies. 

Herewith I hand you a synopsis of proceedings and miscel- 
laneous books, as catalogued, marked "X"; also a statement of the

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON WISCONSIN PLAN OF RELIEF. 
To the MM Grand Lodge in Session: 

Your special committee, to whont was referred so much of the 
Grand Master's address at the last session of this Grand Lodge as 
refers to the plan of Masonie relief. submitted by the M..W... 
Grand Lodge of Wisconsin for adoption by the several Grand 
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Sec. 5. There shall be held in each of the districts known as 
Eastern. Oregon, Southern Oregon and the Willamette Valley, 
schools for instruction in the work and lectures of the fraternity. 
Such places shall be chosen as will furnish a safe and suitable 
room and be most convenient for the several lodges convened 
for the purposes stated. The school shall be in charge of the 
Custodian of the Work for the district. and shall be held within 
thirty days aíter the Festival of St. John the Evangelist. The 
Custodians of the Work shall make such rules and regulations as 
to the duration and general management of said schools as may 
seem best for the accomplishment of the purpose for which they 
are held, which is declared to be the uniform rendition oí the 
work of the ritual throughout this Grand Jurisdiction. 

Sec. 6. It is hereby made the duty of cach lodge within the 
districts named wherein such school is held, upon notice írom 
the Custodian of the Work, to send to the school the Master and 
Wardens of the lodge, for drill and instruction in the work and 
lectures of the íraternity. 

Sec. 7. Each Custodian of the Work shall, at least once during 
each Masonic year, visit each lodge in his district for the purpose 
of inspection and instruction, and cach Custodian shall report to the 
Grand Lodge, on the first day of each Annual Communication, 
the result of such inspection and instruction. together with a 
statement of the proficiency of each lodge in the work. 

Sec. 8. It is hereby made the duty of the Custodians of the 
Work to attend upon the Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge. and to exemplify and conduct the work and ceremonies 
of each of the three degrees during each Annual Communication. 


ARTICLE V. 
GRAND LIBRARIAN. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Grand Librarian: 

First—To take charge of the library, and have such volumes 
present at any communication of the Grand Lodge as may be 
required for the use of the Grand Officers, committees or members. 

Second—To take receipt for every volume delivered, and in 
case of failure to duly return to require of the lodge of which the 
delinquent is a member payment in double the amount of the value 
of such volume, to be collected with the annual dues of such lodge. 

Third—To select, and, with the consent and approval of the 
Board of Trustees, purchase such books, charts, magazines and 
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other documents as may be deemed necessary and proper, and 
procure the binding of such volumes and documents as may be 
deemed expedient, provided the expense of such purchase and 
binding shall not exceed the sum of one hundred dollars in any 
one year, unless special appropriation therefor shall have been made 
by the Grand Lodge. 


Sec. 2. The Grand Librarian may appoint a Deputy Librarian 
to serve during the Annual Communication only, who shall receive 
such compensation for his services as the Grand Lodge may order. 


Sec. 3. To make a complete catalogue of the Grand Lodge 
Library, and report to the Grand Lodge at each Annual Com- 


munication. 
ARTICLE VI. 


REVENUES. 

Section 1. The revenues of this Grand Lodge shall be derived 
from the following sources: 

First—For dispensation to form a new lodge. the sum of fifty 
dollars. 

Second—For a charter to perpetuate a new lodge. the sum of 
twenty-five dollars. 

Third—For a dispensation to confer degrees, five dollars. 

Fourth—For any other dispensation, two and one-half dollars. 

Fifth—For the seal of the Grand Lodge, onc dollar. 

Sec. 2. The íollowing contribution shall be paid as annual 
dues by each lodge, whether chartered or under dispensation: 

First—For each degree it shall confer during the year, one dollar. 

Second—For each Master Mason reported a member of a 
constituent lodge in its annual returns, the sum of one dollar. 

Dues shall be paid by subordinate lodges upon all members 
stricken from the rolls between January 1 and the 3oth day of 
April in each year. Exemptions from the payment of dues and 
Grand Lodge dues are found in the following section. 

Sec. 3. Any Master Mason in good standing in this jurisdiction, 
who has been a contributing member to a subordinate lodge or 
lodges therein for twenty years or more, at the option of the 
particular lodge of which he is then a member may be relieved from 
ali lodge dues. and such action of the lodge sha!l relieve the subor- 
dinate lodge from the payment of Grand Lodge dues on account of 
any member so exempted from the payment of dues. The exemp- 
tion of a brother from the payment of dues under this regulation

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON GRAND LODGE 
LIBRARY. 
To the M..W..Grand Lodge in Session: 
We, your Special Committee, to whom was referred the mat- 
ter of Grand Lodge Library, would respectíully report: 
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1. That we find the library now of very little, if any, use to 
the Fraternity. 


2. We recommend that the library be taken from its present 
location. where it is almost inaccessible, to some more convenient 
location. 


3. We recommend that the management oi the library be 
placed in the hands of a committee of three who will be responsible 
to this Grand Lodge ior all property of the library committed 
to their care. 


4. That this committee be authorized to procure a more suit- 
able room for the library. 


5. That this Grand Lodge appropriate sufficient funds at this 
session to pay for moving library and rent for suitable room for 
the ensuing year. 


6. That this committee cause a numerical record to be made of 
all books now in the library, and hereafter to come into their 
possession. 


7. AM Master Masons. being members in good standing of a 
Subordinate Lodge in this jurisdiction, upon proper application, 
shall be entitled to withdraw one volume at a time for a period 
of only thirty days each; and only upon the following conditions: 
That he first sign his name to a receipt stating the number and 
name of the volume and the date when so received. The committee 
shall, before delivering said book, record in a register provided for 
the purpose, the number and name of said book, the name of the 
person receiving the same, with the date of delivery. Tf the brother 
receiving a book shall not return the same to the library within 
thirty days from the time of receiving it. the committee shall notify | 
him to return the same at once. 


The committee shall adopt other and further rules and regula- 
tions to govern said library and the taking oi books therefrom, and 
the committee is authorized to prescribe a shorter time for said 
books to remain out.

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nearly all have funds in their treasuries, some in considerable 
amounts. A few of the lodges are in debt, but with the prosperity 
I found everywhere existing, these debts were being rapidly 
extinguished. 

In several of the lodges I witnessed the conferring of degrees, 
and with but two or three exceptions the work was well done. 
My labors have been chiefly directed to securing higher ideals of 
Masonry, to arousing more interest in Masonic history and philos- 
ophy, the origin and teachings ot Masonic symbolisms. In all 
my visits and labors I have had the cordial co-operation of the 
brethren. Several of the lodges have adopted the system of having 
some well-qualified brother to address the lodge on some Masonic 
subject when tliere were meetings at which there was no ritualistic 
services or conferring of degrees. I fully endorse this practice, as 
the tendency is to increase both the interest and attendance. Ip 
all cases I have met with the most íraternal treatment, and the 
receptions, banquets and courtesies received have been both heart- 
felt and generous, for all of which 1 return the most sincere 
thanks, and only regret that I could not visit every lodge and 
shake the hand of every Mason. 

GRAND LODGE LIBRARY. 


I have not availed myself of the use of the set of Proceedings 
so kindly placed at my disposal by our last Grand Communication. 
Having preserved a copy ot all the later years. I have not needed 
the older ones, nor did I approve removing the books from the 
place of deposit on account of our haying so few complete sets. 
The Grand Lodge has several hundred volumes of Proceedings ot. 
sister Grand Lodges, besides some very good miscellaneous 
Masonic works, in addition to its own Proceedings. but the way 
they are kept, the library is virtually of no value, on account of 
being kept under lock and key behind closed doors, and without 
any opportunity, so far as the average brother is concerned, for 
using. My idea of a library is that it is for use: and I think it 
is time for the Grand Lodge to so arrange that the books may 
be of convenient access and the opportunities opened to the 
Masonic student to gain any or all the information to be found 
in such library, and that suitable additions be made to it from 
time to time as the finances of the Grand Lodge will permit, A 
very small amount each year would soon place it in condition 
that the Grand Lodge would possess a valuable library.

GRAND LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


The Grand Secretary, as Custodian of the Grand 
Lodge Library, submitted the following report,, which 
was, on motion, referred to the Finance Committee: 

To the M. W, Grand Lodge in session: 


Brethren:—The Grand Lodge library has within the past 
few years been neglected, due in great part to the moving from 
the old temple to the new, and the straightening out of the 
many records and books in the separate files of the Grand 
Bodies. 

Lately, however, a great part of these books have been 
collected and cases provided for them in the office of the Grand 
Secretary, and the parlors of the Grand Lodge temple. There 
is not, however, enough books or literature to make a respect- 
able showing, and consequently the Grand Lodge has not urged 
the brethren of the fraternity to take advantage of the same, 
or to inform the craft that it had such a library. 

If, however, all of the books, letters, drawings, plates, and 
mementos, could be gathered together, there would be quite a 
display for the visitors to inspect, and it is my intention, with 
the aid of the Grand Lodge, to ultimately make this a reality. 

Within the past year the use of a larger library has. been

The librar- 
ians are of great service in selecting books sought on special 
Masonic subjects. 

This is a time when Masonry is not satisfied to take its his- 
tory and antiquity for granted, but delves into the study of its 
past, and at the same time applies its teachings to present-day 
problems. 

Masonic study and research is the live subject of the time. 
For this reason a well selected reference library is indispensable, 
It is the plan of the Masonic Service Association that the 
suggested programs be carried out by able speakers in their 
home lodges. These men will need a Masonic library. 

Charles Lamb said: “When I enter a great house I look 
first at the library." 

We should look to it that our Masonic homes afford to the 
young men coming to us in such numbers, the great opportunity 
of study, information and inspiration. i 

From the appended list you will see that our Grand Lodge 
has a good foundation for a library. This can be built up by 
an annual appropriation from the Grand Lodge, as is customary 
in-other jurisdictions, and the books could be sent out to the 
subordinate lodges on the same plan and regulations as those 
from the state library.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON GRAND 
MASTER’S ADDRESS 


Grand Lodge Library 


The Special Committee to whom was referred that 
portion of the Grand Master’s Address recommending 
the appropriation of $1,000 for the purchase of books 
for the Grand -Lodge Library, submitted their report 
recommending that action be deferred until next year. 


The recommendation of the Special Committee was 
rejected and on motion, the appropriation of $1,000 for 
books was referred to the Finance Committee. 


The report of the Special Committee was as follows:

To THE GRAND LODGE OF ANCIENT FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS OF 

OREGON: 

We, your Special Committee appointed to recommend action 
on so much of the Address of the Most Worshipful Grand Master 
as relates to the matter of a Grand Lodge Library, respectfully 
report: 


Your. committee is advised that plans are working out for the 
accumulation by Research Lodge of Oregon of a library bearing 
upon the symbolism, the history and the philosophy of Masonry. 


Your committee is also advised that without careful investiga- 
tion involving time and effort, it is impossible to report with 
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In the development of this permanent life membership trust 
fund, the Committee on Life Membership has rendered a most 
valuable service. They have held many meetings, studied actuary 
tables, compiled figures, consulted with some of the leading life 
insurance men of our country and their conclusions are formed 
and based upon this accumulated information. They have pre- 
pared all the necessary amendments to our Code, which if ac- 
cepted at this Annual Communication and finally adopted in one 
year from now, will place this life membership plan in effect. I 
especially desire to express my gratitude and my appreciation to 
this committee for the many hours of careful study and minute in- 
quiry they have made in preparing the proposed amendments and 
assisting in presenting this life membership plan before the craft, 
Two members of this committee, Brother James B. Duffie, chair- 
man, and Brother D. R. Cheney, have accompanied me on all of 
my visitations, except three or four, and Brother Sidney Z. Bart- 
ley, the other member of this committee, has been with us in 
most of our visits to Portland lodges. 


This committee will later present their report and I most sin- 
cerely recommend it to your careful consideration and approval. 


SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS 


First: That Section 230, Sub-division (4) of the Code be 
amended so as to permit Entered Apprentice Masons and Fellow- 
craft Masons to visit in such lodges under the usual Masonic re- 
quirements. 


Second: That Research Lodge of Oregon, U. D., of Portland, be 
granted a charter, 


Third: That Gold Beach Lodge, U. D., of Gold Beach, be con- 
tinued under dispensation. 


Fourth: That $1,000.00 be appropriated from the General Fund 
of the Grand Lodge to purchase additional books for the Grand 
Lodge Library. That the incoming Grand Master appoint a com- 
mittee of three in conjunction with the Grand Lodge Trustees and 
Grand Secretary to select the books to be purchased and to make 
all rules for the care of the Grand Lodge Library, all regulations 
concerning the removal of books as would secure their proper use 
by persons entitled to the same and their preservation and re- 
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turn to the library, and such other regulations as in the judgment 
of the Grand Lodge Trustees is necessary. 


Fifth: The approval of the life membership plan, 


CONCLUSION 


Brethren, I shall soon surrender the gavel of my authority. 
The honor conferred upon me by elevating me to the position of 
Grand Master will be gratefully remembered by me through life. I 
have to the best of my ability, and to the extent of which I was 
able to devote my time, labored for the advancement of the in- 
terests of the Fraternity. My one desire has been, wherever I 
have gone, to bring a message that would be practical and bene- 
ficial to the craft and for the uplift of humanity. 


Before closing, I wish to express my appreciation to the officers 
of lodges who have done so much to improve conditions in their 
respective lodges; to the District Deputy Grand Masters who have 
so efficiently discharged their important duties in visiting and 
instructing lodges; to our R. W. Grand Secretary, D. R. Cheney, 
it is difficult for me to find words to convey my love, thanks and 
sincere appreciation, for his counsel and assistance which he is so 
well qualified to render, and with his efficient office force, he was 
always ready to relieve me of extra work in connection with my 
office as Grand Master; to the Deputy Grand Master, Senior and 
Junior Grand Wardens for their co-operation and advice; to all 
Grand Lodge officers and committeemen for services rendered; 
and last but by no means least for the opportunity and privilege 
of becoming better acquainted with those excellent brethren 
whom I met throughout the jurisdiction, thereby creating a last- 
ing friendship and cementing us together in ties of brotherhood. 


The responsibilities of the office of Grand Master will soon 
rest upon the shoulders of another. To him I pledge my full sup- 
port; for him I pray your heartiest co-operation, that, working 
together in strengthening bonds of brotherhood, we may make his 
administration the best in the history of our beloved fraternity. 


Permit me, in closing, to express the hope that your delibera- 
tions here may result in advancing the cause of Masonry in this 
jurisdiction, that from your association here you may be inspired 
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ful Master, Clarence H. Young as Senior Warden, and Reuben J. 
Hickok as Junior Warden. The members then elected a Secretary 
and Treasurer, after which I declared the Occasional Communi- 
cation of the Grand Lodge closed and Gold Beach Lodge, U. D., 
opened. The Officers of the Lodge were placed before the Altar, 
instructed and conducted to their several stations. 


I was accompanied to Gold Beach by Most Worshipful Frank 
W. Settlemier, Past Grand Master; Right Worshipful Andy P. 
Davis, D. D. G. M.; Worshipful James B. Duffie, Junior Grand 
Steward, and Brother Arthur Molesworth. The brethren of Gold 
Beach have a well arranged Lodge Hall with banquet room and 
ample property rooms. This hall is used by the Oddfellows and 
some other organizations, which makes their rental expense very 
reasonable. I required the officers to open and close a lodge of 
Master Masons and they were almost perfect in their work. After 
the lodge was closed over 100 Master Masons sat down to the 
banquet table. Since this lodge was instituted less than two 
months ago, I recommend that it be continued under Dispensa- 
tion. 


GRAND LODGE LIBRARY 


It is not necessary to point out the need and use of a Masonic 
Library. In order to study Masonry and know more of its History, 
Symbolism and Philosophy, we must have a central place of in- 
formation and knowledge. For each constituent lodge to attempt 
to build up a library, it will require several years and an expendi- 
ture of considerable money. Each lodge would purchase certain 
well known reference books with the result of an immense dupli- 
cation of volumes in our Grand Jurisdiction. Of the lodges that 
I have visited only a very few have a library of over twenty vol- 
umes, some of them excellent works and of real value to the lodge, 
while in other lodges the books were mostly fiction, obsolete and 
of no practical value to the brother who desires to know more of 
Masonry than he can receive from the ceremony of initiation. 


A Grand Lodge Library placed in charge of the Grand Secre- 
tary, as librarian, with rules and regulations governing the loan- 
ing of the books similar to those adopted by the State Library will 
materially assist in solving our problem of Masonic education. It 
wil make it possible for the individual Master Mason, wherever 
located in the state, to improve himself in the knowledge of Ma- 
sonry. 'The expense of such a library should be borne by the 
Grand Lodge and upon investigation it 1s possible to provide a 
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very good library for $1,000.00, taking into consideration the num- 
ber of volumes we now own. This subject has been presented in 
all my visitations, therefore I do not feel that it is necessary to 
make further comment at this time. I am recommending an. ap- 
propriation of $1,000.00 from the Genarl Fund of the Grand 
Lodge to purchase additional books for our Grand Lodge Library; 
that the incoming Grand Master appoint a committee of three in 
conjunction with the Grand Lodge Trustees and Grand Secretary 
to select the books to be purchased and to make all rules for the 
care of the Grand Lodge Library, all regulations concerning the 
removal of books as would secure their proper use by persons 
entitled to the same and their preservation and return to the Li- 
brary, and such other regulations as in the judgment of the Grand 
Lodge Trustees is necessary. 


OREGON LIFE MEMBERSHIP PLAN 


Most of you brethren are familiar with this subject. If your 
'Grand Master has had a “hobby” during his year of office, I pre- 
sume this subject of life memberships might be so classified. I 
have spoken at length upon this question in all my visits. During 
such times and conditions as we are now experiencing, it is only 
natural to think along lines of financing our constituent lodges for 
the future. 


Last June when I was elected to the high honor of Grand 
Master it was my earnest desire to be of service to the craft; to 
bring to the constituent lodges some plan to assist them in solving 
their problems; and to create a greater interest in our fraternity if 
possible. To my mind there was only one way it could be done, 
namely, to stimulate enthusiasm in the lodges. I set up three 
objectives and have devoted most of my year to their accom- 
plishment. First: Masonic education to our lodges in groups. 
This we have brought about by interesting a number of the most 
illustrious Master Masons in our Grand Jurisdiction to organize a 
Lodge of Research to disseminate Masonic knowledge to the 
craft. Second: Masonic education for the individual Master Ma- 
son. This to be made possible through a Grand Lodge Library. 
Third: To formulate a plan to assist in solving the financial dif- 
ficulties of so many of our lodges. This last objective appears to 
be a real problem. However, I am convinced that it can be done; 
not over night, nor in two or three years, but over a period of 
thirty years it can be accomplished and the longer it continues the 
greater will the resources become.

At the last Grand Lodge Session, M. W. Brother Toney recom- 
mended an appropriation for the purpose of building up the Grand 
Lodge Library. .

Shelving was purchased and a room was set aside for the 
library.

will be established in each lodge. 


Research Lodge of Oregon, No. 198, is creating a library of 
their own which is shelved in a special section in the Grand 
Lodge Library and is also available to the Craft. 


In addition to this, the personal library of the Grand Secretary 
is at the disposal of all the membership. 


There are still many very desirable books which should be on 
the shelves and it is hoped that the Grand Lodge will make an- 
other appropriation this year to carry on the work. 


Rules governing the borrowing of books by mail, will be sent 
to the lodges when the catalogue is completed and your secretary 
will have this for all who are interested. 


We have made a good start, let us keep up the work, and par- 
ticularly let us put the books to use to the end that we may be 
better informed Masons.

Klamath Lodge No. 77, to receive and act upon the petition 
of Creston Gerald Grew, waiving the residential qualifications, 
for the reason that he is employed by the Shell Oil Company as 
Distriet Manager and, as such, is frequently moved from one 
place to another. 

Laurel Lodze No. 13, to receive and act upon the petition of 
Richard L. Preston, waiving physical qualifications, for the 
reason that he is physically maimed in that his right leg has 
been amputated. 

Pacific Lodge No. 50, to receive and act upon the petition of 
Tyllmon Warren Leasure, waiving physical qualifications, for 
the reason that he is physically maimed in that he has lost his 
left arm. 


MASONIG HALLS DEDICATED 


On the 30th day of November, 1932, I convened an Occasional 
Communication of the Grand Lodge for the purpose of dedicating 
the Masonic Temple at Clatskanie; and on the 8th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1933, I convened an Occasional Communication of the 
Grand Lodge for the purpose of dedicating the Masonic Temple 
at Newberg. 


Both of these temples were dedicated with the usual Masonic 
formalities; and I congratulate the brethren of these lodges upon 
their wisdom in conceiving, financing and constructing these 
beautiful temples. 


GRAND LODGE LIBRARY 


The money appropriated by the last Communication of the 
Grand Lodge has been expended, and the Grand Lodge library 
has been started. It has been arranged to operate this in connec- 
tion with the office of the Grand Secretary. I feel that this work 
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should be carried on gradually, and that a first class working 
library should be built up. 


I therefore recommend that the Grand Lodge appropriate an 
additional Five Hundred Dollars to be expended during the 
coming year by the trustees of the Grand Lodge for library 
purposes. 


AMENDMENTS TO BY-LAWS 


During the year, I have approved many amendments to the 
by-laws of the various constituent lodges. A list of these amend- 
ments so approved is appended hereto. In general, these amend- 
ments were for the purpose of reducing the initiation fees and 
dues to be collected by the several constituent lodges. While I 
approved them, because I did not want to set up my judgment as 
superior to the judgment of the brethren of the several lodges 
making application for these amendments, yet I have felt that this 
tendency is sweeping us too far, that there is danger in this move- 
ment that we cheapen Masonry. This should be guarded against. 
It is true that in many instances these fees were fixed during 
times of extreme prosperity, and no doubt a change was justified. 
But I desire to express a word of caution lest we carry this move- 
ment too far. 


June 21, 1932—Champoeg Lodge No. 27. Changing date of 
Stated Communieations from first and third Saturdays to firet 
and third Wednesdays. 

July 22, 1932—Roosevelt Lodge No. 187. Changing fees for de- 
grees from $100 to $75. 

August 13, 1932—Blaneo Lodge No. 48. Changing fees for de- 
grees from $85 to $60. 

August 23, 1932—Holbrook Lodge No. 30. Changing fees for 
degrees from $85 to $50. 

October 7, 1932—Palestine Lodge No. 141. Changing salary of 
Secretary from $25 to $15 per month and changing the annual dues 
from $15 to $10. 

October 24, 1932— Washington Lodge No. 46. Changing fees for 
degrees from $75 to $50. 

November 22, 1932—Alberta Lodge No. 172. Changing personnel 
of Trustees from Master and Wardens only, to Master, Treasurer, 
and Secretary and also four others to be elected. 

November 23, 1932—Eugene Lodge No. 11. Changing salary of 
Secretary from $500 per year to $25 per month. 
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Cloverdale Lodge No. 126, to install its Worshipful Master- 
elect and other officers at the earliest possible date convenient 
to said lodge, for the reason that, due to sickness, the Worshipful 
Master was unable to be present at the annual installation of 
officers on December 26. 


Gold Beach Lodge U. D., to receive and act upon the petition 
of Richard McKinley Miles, waiving the statutory residential 
qualifications, for the reason that, being a member of the State 
Police, he is likely to be moved to some other locality at any time. 

Klamath Lodge No. 77, to receive and act upon the petition 
of Creston Gerald Grew, waiving the residential qualifications, 
for the reason that he is employed by the Shell Oil Company as 
Distriet Manager and, as such, is frequently moved from one 
place to another. 

Laurel Lodze No. 13, to receive and act upon the petition of 
Richard L. Preston, waiving physical qualifications, for the 
reason that he is physically maimed in that his right leg has 
been amputated. 

Pacific Lodge No. 50, to receive and act upon the petition of 
Tyllmon Warren Leasure, waiving physical qualifications, for 
the reason that he is physically maimed in that he has lost his 
left arm.

The money appropriated by the last Communication of the 
Grand Lodge has been expended, and the Grand Lodge library 
has been started. It has been arranged to operate this in connec- 
tion with the office of the Grand Secretary. I feel that this work 
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should be carried on gradually, and that a first class working 
library should be built up. 


I therefore recommend that the Grand Lodge appropriate an 
additional Five Hundred Dollars to be expended during the 
coming year by the trustees of the Grand Lodge for library 
purposes. 


AMENDMENTS TO BY-LAWS 


During the year, I have approved many amendments to the 
by-laws of the various constituent lodges. A list of these amend- 
ments so approved is appended hereto. In general, these amend- 
ments were for the purpose of reducing the initiation fees and 
dues to be collected by the several constituent lodges. While I 
approved them, because I did not want to set up my judgment as 
superior to the judgment of the brethren of the several lodges 
making application for these amendments, yet I have felt that this 
tendency is sweeping us too far, that there is danger in this move- 
ment that we cheapen Masonry. This should be guarded against. 
It is true that in many instances these fees were fixed during 
times of extreme prosperity, and no doubt a change was justified. 
But I desire to express a word of caution lest we carry this move- 
ment too far.

January 15, Woodburn, No. 106, to Roosevelt, No. 187. 
February 8, Roosevelt, No. 187, to Molalla, No. 178. 
February 24, Molalla, No. 178, to Donald, No. 166.

REPORT OF GRAND LODGE LIBRARIAN 


Right Worshipful Brother D. Rufus Cheney, Grand 
Secretary, presented his report as Grand Lodge Librar- 
ian, recommending an appropriation of $100, which re- 
port was adopted and is as follows: 


To THE GRAND LODGE OF ANCIENT FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS OF 
OREGON: 


During the past year approximately 1000 books have been 
added to our Grand Lodge Library. 


These came through the purchase for $900 of the library of the 
old Masonic Research Society, publishers of “The Builder”. This 
was a real bargain and the Grand Lodge Trustees felt justified 
in spending $400 more than was appropriated last session for the 
purchase of books. 


This purchase includes a wide range of Masonic and allied 
subjects, but the real gem in the collection is a complete set of the 
publications of Quator Coronati Lodge of England. This particu- 
lar set of books is quoted at $1,000 to $1,500 and complete sets are 
extremely difficult to locate, 


It was expected that our library would be catalogued and the 
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list sent to each lodge last fall, but the acguisition of 1,000 ad- 
ditional books made it impossible to do so, but it will be done 
during the coming summer. 

I do not think it necessary to appropriate any substantial 
amount at this time for purchase of additional books, probably 
$50 to cover any desirable new publication. 

There should, however, be appropriated about $100 to be used 
for binding, as we have acguired a large number of valuable 
publications which are unbound. These should be suitably but 
economically bound to prevent damage, 

I am pleased to report that there is a constantly increasing 
use of the library, quite a number of requests coming from 
lodges over the state for books on certain subjects that someone 
is preparing an address upon. 

Worshipful Brother Harvey Beckwith (46) presented the 
library with a five-volume set of “Gauld’s History of Masonry", 
which we deeply appreciate. 

We have now a well-assorted list of titles and can furnish 
books on most any subject upon which a brother may care to 
prepare an address.
